the nature things such aim must have wide practical effects. 
has been said distinguished English educator that three supreme 
problems face mankind present, the solution which our continued 
existence Civilization depends. These are the establishment social 
justice, the maintenance world peace, and the development the right 
kind education. one can doubt which these comes 
perly educated people, pursuing education life-long process and 
steadily moving higher levels, will ultimately solve the other two 
problems that beset the social order to-day. world devoted the 
pursuit knowledge for its own sake, and humanized such knowledge, 
will hardly tolerate for long spirit social injustice and the blight 
international war. 

the process many by-products will emerge. Conceivably, the 
structure society may changed. More and more, co-operative 
methods will come prevail. workers, shall realize increased 
technical éfficiency. citizens, shall attain higher standards 
political and social conduct. And, human beings facing the problem 
increasing leisure, shall enrich our personalities with the 
countless values that art and science afford. But none these, 
itself, the great adventure Adult Education.

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THE CAPE BRETON EXPERIMENT: BIRD’S-EYE VIEW

Undoubtedly the farthest corner the Maritimes the spotlight. 
Visitors from all over America are dropping see just what going 
down there. For the past few years have been hearing from 
prominent educationists, churchmen, economists. have read 
magazines, newspapers, and booklets. one thing these reports have 
all agreed, that the remarkably short space four five years and 
over area seven counties, marvellous transformation has taken 
place the lives and outlook the people. These changes they attri- 
bute intensive campaign adult education 
development. The area concerned spoken the Eastern counties 
Nova Scotia—consisting Cape Breton Island and the three adjoining 
counties the mainland. was tremendously interested and longed 
see it. When months ago invitation came for attend 
some meetings the Maritimes, naturally was delighted, presenting 
did opportunity observing first-hand this remarkable experi- 
ment the social laboratory. 

Leaving Moncton, motored the university town Antigonish, 
distance some 200 miles. The next morning made short— 
all too the college—St. Francis Xavier University—which, 
besides having high rating educational circles, now famed the 
Canadian centre learning which has boldly and fearlessly broadened 
the scope its work and influence over the surrounding countryside 
perhaps university has ever done before. Sensing the atmosphere 
the place, one could imagine that some years ago the guiding spirits 
the institution called their staff together and said effect: 

have here educational institution which students 
come from far and near. believe that can give those stu- 
dents, while here, training and experience which, develop- 
ment mind and character, better fits them for living members 
their respective communities. But, our part the province, 
the great mass the people—farmers, miners, 
possibly come here even taste our concentrated storehouse 
learning. Since they cannot come in, let out tothem. Be- 
cause the depressed conditions their industry, because the 


draining away virile young people due centralized commer- 
cialism, because the distress, poverty, and wretchedness pre- 
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valent some these districts, many them have become 
discouraged, disheartened and hopeless. ours learning worthy 
the name, can help them their grim struggle for the needs 
body and soul. our duty out amongst them, help 
them regain faith themselves, help them understand the 
world which they live and toil, inspire them through mutual 
self-help gain economic independence based social justice 
which their birthright. succeed will mean that their 
standard living will and with development mind and 
personality they will rise higher plane intellectually and 
spiritually. 

That attitude apparently prevailed. That spirit soon took form 
the bold and far-reaching programme the Extension Department which 
one can see after only few short years, has produced truly amazing 
results. Dr. Coady and Professor MacDonald were put 
charge the work. Both are admirably fitted for their tasks. Dr. 
Coady, man great soul and vision, addressed massed meetings, and 
still does, all over the seven counties. His eloquence, his fire, and 
dynamic enthusiasm, together with the good work his assistants, seem 
have awakened the people and called forth the necessary leadership 
from amongst their own ranks. 

Professor MacDonald, O.A.C. man, who has amongst other things 
been, turn, agricultural representative, chief hog-grader the Toronto 
stockyards, and school inspector, follows up, organizing small study 
groups from three four ten persons. Professor Mac- 
Donald familiarly known between here and the Atlantic Coast, has the 
personality, the ability, the tact, the enthusiasm and boundless energy 
which combine make him masterful organizer. study groups 
meet one evening week arule, some them oftener. Literature for 
study the form pamphlets, articles, stencils regularly 
from the college. Books single copies travelling library packages 
may procured from the Extension Department’s well-stocked book- 
shelves. glance those shelves shows that they include, amongst 
very wide range volumes economics and sociology, copies well- 
known and more less radical writers, such Cole, Sherwood 
Eddy, Maurice Hindus, Norman Angell, and John Strachey. large 
percentage the volumes are constant use. 

With A.B. escort set out another 200-mile journey which 
took across the Strait Canso into Cape Breton Island, around 
the picturesque West Coast Road, arriving late night Sydney 
the heart the mining country, where the most easterly corner this

far-flung country ours stretches out into the Atlantic. During six 
days Nova Scotia, motored more than thousand miles, attended 
four all-day district co-operative conferences and made dozens calls 
along the road see some co-operative enterprise—a store, bank, 
lobster factory—or meet some community leader whose experience 
the front line would give added insight into their citizen-building 
programme. 

members the co-operative store said A.B. after 
few minutes’ driving passed through St. Andrews, very large 
patronage dividend coming them recently and instead taking all 
out, each the members, and there are around 200 them, turned $9.00 
over St. Hospital, Antigonish, thus undertaking fine experi- 
ment group hospitalization. Under this plan members and their fam- 
ilies will provided free charge with hospital ward service for five 
weeks, medicine, operating room service, surgical dressings and general 
nursing care. Where private room service desired will supplied 
half the regular cost. same reduction made for X-rays and for 
maternity cases. Members are also free choose their own attending 
Besides this very successful store, they have that com- 
munity, live-stock shipping club, credit union, which could well 
called co-operative bank, co-operative saw-mill and community 
library. 

there the said A.B., when little farther 
passed through Arisaig, co-operative lobster factory. good indi- 
cation the co-operative spirit those fishermen was demonstrated last 
year. the beginning the season, they decided advance their 
members payment 8c.a pound. Private tenders tried induce them 
away from their co-operative offering them 9c. 10c. They stuck, 
their loyalty prevailed, and the end the season received patronage 
dividend two and half cents which, you will observe, works out 
definite co-operative 

drove into Judique, noticed load freshly sawed lumber 
the side the road. That lumber were later informed had been 
put there not more than hour before and was the first move toward 
the building another co-operative store. Later our travels re- 
member seeing three other buildings which had been procured organ- 
ized consumers their communities and which, few days weeks, 
would open for business. Judique, were told, they have suc- 
cessful credit union and two co-operative lobster factories with normal 
annual output 1,200 cases canned lobster. Before organizing for 
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this store, was told answer request, they had nine ten study 
groups meeting regularly, firstly, gaining thorough understanding 
co-operative philosophy and practises, and secondly, making special 
study the problems faced consumers’ store. some dis- 
tricts parishes, was told, they have many fifteen study groups 
going strong throughout the academic year. effort made carry 
them during the summer season. Once month, all the members 
these groups district come together for rally the community hall. 
these meetings their common problems are discussed, public speaking 
debates are frequently featured and social activities enjoyed. 
times they have outside speaker. 

Since its organization 1930, the Extension Department has estab- 
lished over 950 study groups with total membership seven eight 
thousand. develop leaders more effectively the college conducts each 
year special training course. Also Extension Bulletin 
published every two weeks during the academic year. News not in- 
cluded this bulletin. purely educational and intended only 
supply subject matter for study groups. 

Late one night were speeding along A.B.’s usual pace which 
might well considered maximum for Maritime winding roads. 
passed through small hamlet without slackening speed, noticed 
our left, lighted hall. Cars were parked front and the dim light 
could see few men standing outside. Jam went the brakes. 
backed lengths. shouted A.B., going on? 
We'd have come had been meeting. How your 
new credit union you, A.B.? doing fine, you bet 
is! adding new members every day. got much— 
mentioning the amount—on deposit now. It’s wonderful the way the 
people are getting behind it.’’ That incident was unique, spon- 
taneous, that gave one the impression that A.B., like professional 
magician, could stop almost anywhere that country, call anybody 
all out the darkness, and get glowing account some recently formed 
co-operative enterprise. Such was the enthusiasm for community under- 
takings which ran into dozens places. How can such meas- 
Only human values! far above and beyond any value 
measured terms dollars and cents. 

One morning pulled the side the road overlooking little 
Bras d’Or Lake, which part the chain occupying the whole central 
part Cape Breton Island and almost dividing the island into five six 
parts. was, must have crossed half dozen ferries during our 
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wanderings the island. ‘‘Come down here and look over co- 
operative lobster went down the shore and entered 
large frame building. Inside was well equipped with up-to-date mach- 
inery. There was the big receiving vat, the numerous tables where, when 
the plant operating, staff nineteen girls dismember and shell lobsters 
and pack them the cans. There was the machine for putting the lids 
the cans and the big steam cooker where five six frames cans are 
cooked once. 

part the equipment the factory, that co-operative has boat, 
known smack, which goes out collect the catch the various 
members. Each member’s catch weighed the receiving platform 
—in this case wharf. advance payment made and when the 
season over and the books balanced the surplus divided amongst the 
members proportion the amount product each 
dentally learned some strange facts about these strange deep-water fish 
which belong the animal kingdom. Lobsters, whose natural habitat 
salt water, cannot live fresh water but will live sometimes for days 
out the water the temperature controlled low point. Since 
they breathe through gills, warm dry air sunshine will soon kill them. 
The fact that they will live couple days cold and preferably moist 
atmosphere has enabled the Maritime fishermen ship live lobsters 
the Boston market. 

were sitting one afternoon meeting Guysborough. About 
one-third the 150 present were farmers, another third fishermen, and 
the remainder both farmers and fishermen. the request the fisher- 
man chairman, young man, would judge his early twenties, mounted 
the platform and with remarkable composure, told straightforward, 
confident, yet modest manner the activities their district the 
United Marine Fishermen’s Organization. related how their lobster 
factory had this season joined with five other co-operative factories, 
chartered boat, and marketed their own co-operative cargo Boston. 
That youth with outstanding potential leadership and business ability 
had played leading part the undertaking. That co-operative effort 
substantially improved their financial returns. But did far more than 
that. the members those six communities and the Maritime 
fishermen whole new feeling economic freedom, sense exhil- 
aration their release from the grip those who had long dominated 
them and new realization the rightful importance the primary 
producer modern society. 

Another fishermen gave glimpse the deplorable condition pre- 
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vailing their industry not many explained that they 
were ill-informed regarding their own business, that they subserviently 
accepted whatever was offered them for their fish, that they had pitifully 
small annual incomes, that they had little trust their fellow fishermen 
and first were painfully timid about going together market even 
few cases lobsters. Here, thought myself, the finest tribute 
that could paid that Maritime programme based the cultivation 
intellectual resources and the directing those into co-operative 
channels. 

Not all their lobsters are marketed the States; some are marketed 
England. The Co-operative Wholesale Society Manchester, the 
central suppliers the co-operative movement England, was im- 
portant buyer. interesting note that those lobsters which went 
Manchester would pass through almost endless chain co-operative 
services their way from producer consumer. Strange that queer 
combination fish and animal is, this instance, would make about 
completely co-operative product one could secure. The ride 
across the ocean would the only break the chain co-operative 
services. Those lobsters were caught traps made lath and nails 
purchased co-operatively, handled co-operative members that fac- 
tory, canned co-operatively, purchased England the Co-operative 
Wholesale Society, would distributed through co-operative retail stores 
and consumed co-operator members. Besides selling their product 
the C.W.S., the Maritime fishermen purchases rope and twine from 
the big co-operative Manchester. 

was early Saturday afternoon when drove front 
one-storey frame building not more than feet, set out 
drab corner lot drab mining town. Above the single door en- 
trance read, Mines Credit Union looks like 
is—a co-operative said our escort, Alex. MacIntyre. the 
left was row five wickets built into the unpainted partition obviously 
carpenter construction. the right and the back were two narrow 
Behind the wickets were five clerks working with the practised 
skill experienced bank tellers. Miners with deposit slips hand were 
lining get their turn one the wickets. They had come direct 
from the mining pay office the next lot. are open 
only Saturday was explained, and the clerks—three 
them—are young miners, one school girl, and the other girl who helps 
her mother the home. No; they are not paid. All are giving their 
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time voluntarily with the single exception the manager. Since 
must put considerable time the books during the week, the manager 
rule receives small salary twenty twenty-five dollars per 
month. The loan committee meets Friday evening approve reject 
loan applications submitted members. They have 512 members and 
loaned over $17,000 290 borrowers during the past year. 

that building across someone said, returned 
the flourishing bar-room when opened our credit 
union. less than year had closed its The providing 
things necessary for better home-making and the building better char- 
acter through co-operative credit had been too much for the bar-room. 
another town was told the bar-room was taken over the credit 
union and the bar became the counter the co-operative bank. Thus 
what had formerly been centre for wasted savings and manhood had 
been transformed into centre for conserving the community’s credit 
and raising its standard citizenship. 

Members the Coady Credit Union built their own building. With 
five clerks the job they explained that they took between $700 and 
$1,000 Saturday afternoon. One the larger ones, this credit union 
loaned over $25,000 its 711 members last year. Since July, 1932, when 
this credit union opened for business their aggregate loans amount 
more than $52,000. all that business they have yet encounter their 
first bad debt. Here again was the same story heard elsewhere; 
fifteen active study groups had prepared the way for the enterprise. 
Several these peoples banks visited had community library 
connection, and Mr. took see central library now being 
equipped supply branch each credit union the mining district. 

The growth and success these community banks demonstrated 
the fact that not single one had been established until the spring 
1933. Now they number 70, serving mining, fishing and farming com- 
munities, with total membership 10,171 and loans during the first 
six months 1936 amounting $156,572. 

the first credit union organization meeting unemployed miner 
took the chair. That miner and former labour leader, Alex. Mac- 
Intyre, whom have already mentioned our escort and informant, 
now the efficient field secretary the industrial area for the St. Francis 
Xavier Extension Department. The credit unions are now federated 
into the Nova Scotia Credit Union League, which Mr. MacIntyre 
President and Professor MacDonald, Managing Director.

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NEW BRUNSWICK’S EDUCATIONAL NEEDS 
Muriel Lutes 


Editorial Note. Miss Muriel Lutes, the author this article, lives farm 
near Moncton, N.B. She has long been leader the movement for better educa- 
tional facilities for farm people. Since our annual meeting insisted that the chief 
emphasis Adult Education Canada should upon rural needs, are glad 
present the point view expressed here. 


Our educational needs New Brunswick are many and varied 
that would impossible give consideration any but few them 
one small article. 

Our greatest need New Brunswick that every citizen should 
understand that education something besides the acquiring few 
skills and many facts class-room. 

Sixty-eight per cent. our population live rural 
for other reason numbers should demand that rural education given 
consideration. Less than one per cent. our rural population have had 
college training. Less than three per cent. have any high school 
From the farmer’s point view our present system elementary and 
secondary schools leading university absurd the point being 
ridiculous; perhaps, considering the time, energy and money expended 
and the blind faith many our people our present system despite 
its meagre results our situation might described tragic. 

who live rural communities and eke out existence farm- 
ing and fishing must see more clearly that education community 
project involving every human being from birth until death. Such 
conception education will mean complete reorganization rural life. 
must understand that the function the school merely assist 
parents educating their children. The welfare community, hence 
the welfare the nation, depends upon home education rather than upon 
school education. Parents capable training children must them- 
selves trained for their task. The old idea that parents know 
tively just what for their children’s physical, mental and moral well- 
being and need other guidance, must erradicated. opportunity 
for such training should available every parent and could effec- 
tively carried the study group method. 

Supplementary home training every country child should have 
eight years school during which time will acquire certain habits, 
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attitudes mind and skills under the direction well-trained and 
competent teacher atmosphere free from the compulsions exam- 
inations leading matriculation. 

To-day most rural children ‘leave school’ the age fourteen. 
Instead any the proposed schemes rural high schools which would 
corral these youngsters back school room age when they should 
free for active work their homes and their home farms, there 
should system Study Club projects such might developed 
from the Boys and Girls Club Work carried the Department 
Agriculture such work were given emphasis the developing 
good citizens well the developing good bacon hogs. Such prac- 
ical projects might also the means which boys and girls could 
acquire the necessary money for further education. Between the ages 
and every boy and girl should have opportunity spending 
least one year Rural Life School. 

Rural Life School should adaptation the Danish Folk 
Schools the needs New Brunswick. These schools would train rural 
youth for citizenship rural communities. good citizen their 
own rural community would follow that they would the finest type 
citizen any nation could desire. 

Judging from past experience there will small percentage rural 
youth who will desire professional training. For these there should 
preparatory schools which they may enter when they are fourteen years 
old. 

Every adult community should active some form group- 
work educational nature ranging from practical agricultural and 
domestic science the cultivation the fine arts. Adult education 
more important the present time than child education. 

Back any worthwhile rural improvement must function adequate 
program adult education. seems reasonable believe that such 
program could most effectively carried Division Adult Edu- 
cation functioning under the Department Education. 

After personnel, the first need met the Division 
Education would complete library service. has been well 
demonstrated Prince Edward Island, practically every good book 
published may made available every citizen per capita cost 
year. spend several million dollars year teaching the 
art reading while the same time more than per cent. our popu- 
lation without library service. 

Training local leaders task that must undertaken with vision 
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the future unhampered the dictates the past and carried widely 
and persistently. Unless can something better than has been done 
the past fail before start. 

Adult Education does not mean some one project cure all our ills; 
instead, should mean the weaving together all agencies and organi- 
zations into fabric promote human betterment, having for its main 
objective the giving every adult the opportunity self-help and the 
awakening each individual social conscience. such program 
Women’s Institutes, Women’s Councils, and other organizations have 
opportunity for constructive work. 

adequate program Adult Education would bring our present 
educational investments into fruitage the lives the average farmer 
and his family that young and old could pursue their education without 
taking residence far from home, without incurring unreasonable finan- 
cial obligations, without being compelled wade through quantities 
educational chaff reach the kernels that are interesting and pertinent 
life, and they would encouraged and trained participate social 
essential good citizenship their own community. 

such program there will room for the idea that better 
live five miles from good school than one mile from poor one because 
with community educational program what goes the school room 
will only one phase education and the one mile school can the 
good one far education will life itself and will good, bad 
indifferent the same measure individuals live desirable 
standard. 

need wake the fact that money not the answer all 
our problems. First need invest our time and mental energy the 

building more desirable community life. 

have many problems tackle. Poverty, dirt and degradation 
are creeping insiduously upward every community. Malnutrition, 
disease, mental and physical suffering are more common rural com- 
munities than urban centres. Rural slums are not controlled law 
public opinion. The advances science have left still enslaved 
human toil power every indication that are letting 
the privileges democracy slip from favour mobocracy. The 
mob—even when scattered through many rural communities—can too 
easily swayed dictator the guise saviour. 

That need changes admitted, but the money coming 
the crushing answer given every plea for community better- 
ment. The citizens New Brunswick pay hundreds dollars for the 
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care and maintenance every mental, physical and moral defective 
housed our public asylums, hospitals and jails year. These people 
must, course, cared for, but not equally reasonable that least 
one dollar per year per capita spent the average adult for educa- 
tional opportunities that will make him citizen more capable bearing 
the burdens that rest upon him to-day? 

With one dollar year per capita for adult education, funds would 
available for permanent staff trained leaders, good library service, 
and adult schools; would coordinate present educational work and 
would bring greater returns from the monies now being spent education. 
new technique education meet those needs—at present untouched 
—would mean mental revolution leaders and laymen that would usher 
social revolution sans bloodshed. such program will change 
overnight the thoughts and actions whole people but the course 
ten years more progress could brought about than has been made 
the last ten years multiplied ten. 

One thing essential: must have separate program for urban 
and rural education. Once the country has program suitable its 
needs and possibilities will better position cooperate with 
urban centres for mutual benefit. Urban adult education while having 
much common with the rural program, would necessarily develop 
different manner. Probably each urban centre would find, many 
urban centres the United States have found, that their own program 
could best carried out under city director. seems 
urban centres crying need for clearing-house for local adult education 
activities. 

have New Brunswick wealth resources could but 
utilize them for the benefit every citizen,—our colleges, our museum, 
our handicraft developments, our agricultural extension work, our voca- 
tional schools, our service societies, etc., are all doing good work, but not 
one these advantages has been utilized its fullest extent for the 
betterment rural life. 

The discussion group method said the most effective means 
obviously the only practical one for rural communi- 
ties. Every community should have number study groups func- 
tioning, each group perhaps studying different material. these small 
groups, guided understanding and capable leaders, will grow the idea 
that profitable for farm people spend time and energy culti- 
vating their grey matter for them cultivate corn and potatoes. 
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THE ANNUAL MEETING 


The second Annual Meeting the Canadian Association for Adult 
Education was held the Senate Chamber the University Toronto 
November 23rd and24th. From beginning end the meeting was 
characterized fine enthusiasm, genuinely friendly spirit and 
spontaneity discussion that made one the most successful 
ences its kind have seen. The meeting the Council Monday 
brought together representatives from every Province the 
Dominion the number some thirty-three delegate members 
Council. 

the report Mr. Dunlop, the retiring President, the history the 
organization was outlined and its functions set forth Mr. Morse 
Cartwright the American Association for Adult Education restated, 

serve clearing house and maintain working library. 

develop interest means publications, radio, 

suggest methods and improve the work adult education. 

provide for study and research. 

undertake experiments and demonstrations. 

advise grant-giving bodies, educational trusts, 
donors regarding the status any organization which makes appli- 

cation for grant. 

Mr. Dunlop told the grant from the Carnegie Corporation and the 
provincial grants from British Columbia, and Nova Scotia, and 
emphasized the fact that the Carnegie Corporation wishes have the 
collective opinion the Canadian Association the most fertile fields 
for future cultivation adult education, intimating that the proposals 
might fall into three general groups: 

Support rural adult education organizations. 

Support University Extension. 

Support general adult educational organizations both national 

and provincial. 

The report was then heard. Mr. Corbett stated that al- 
though had only been three months office had met and discussed 
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plans with very large number organizations engaged adult educa- 
tion; and had spoken audiences the cities the Maritime Provinces, 
and throughout Ontario well Montreal. Everywhere there 
seemed genuine desire for better understanding the aims and 
purposes Adult Education, the best methods adopt organizing 
classes, and eagerness know about the experiences other informal 
educational organizations work. The need for clearing house for 
exchange ideas and information has been amply demonstrated. 
commenting upon the work already being done, the Director felt that the 
Council might well consider resolution endorsing the work the Work- 
ers’ Educational Association and suggesting its expansion the industrial 
centres Western Canada. 

The financial report was presented the Treasurer the Associa- 
tion, Professor Auld, University Toronto, who called attention 
the need more intensive campaign for membership the Associa- 
tion. the functions the organization are fulfilled, individuals, 
and possible corporate memberships will have canvassed well 
provincial departments education. 

Dr. Seraphin Marion the Public Archives Ottawa, together with 
Dr. Georges Bouchard, M.P. for Kamouraska, represented the affiliated 
French-Canadian Committee Adult Education. Dr. Marion gave 
very interesting report the activities the Committee date. The 
French-Canadian group has already enlisted the interest and active sup- 
port many distinguished French-Canadians not only Quebec but 
throughout the Dominion. Dr. Marion insisted strongly that the Com- 
mittee does not limit its appeal the Province Quebec but intended 
represent French-Canadian people every part Canada, pointing 
out that the movement had already received encouraging support from 
French-Canadian educationists and public men and women from the 
West and the East. After considerable discussion the Council meeting 
adjourned meet open session Convocation Hall p.m.. 

the general assembly the delegates the conference were welcomed 
Dr. Cody, President the University Toronto. expressed 
his great personal satisfaction the way which the Association had re- 
ceived the approval educators throughout the Dominion. that 
one the greatest values conference this kind was the oppor- 
tunity gave people interested common problem meet and form 
friendships with those from other parts Canada engaged the same 
work.

being the State. Can Canada capture for our ideal Canadian 
democracy something similar enthusiasm? Our belief that the 
people whole prosperous when the individual freely realizes the 
best that nation prosperous and free only when its mem- 
bers are free and happy, carrying out their callings life amid surround- 
ings which enable them the best with the gifts with which they have 
been endowed. Our political faith that this democracy the indi- 
vidual, well educated, will not live selfish life but will 
contented member society and help make happy people. The 
purpose Adult Education therefore inspire the people generally 
with enthusiasm and high idealism. not seek provide technical 
efficiency professional training. The State attends those. 
making better citizens creating new interests, making more 
intelligent persons. 

may said then, Sir Robert continued, that the Adult Education 
movement based idealism. hope create enthusiasm for the 
welfare the people. have deep-seated conviction the worth 
democracy. This shown the great and varied voluntary efforts 
which, the cities, towns, and rural parts our country are being carried 
with the object heightening the standards life these several 
communities. this effort the motive power unselfish enthusiasm 
and idealism. our hope that may strengthen this enthusiasm. 
Underlying all our varieties effort lies this idealistic purpose. This 
gives unity our effort. This give hope for success.
